Time Of The Essence In 
Meeting Epidemic Dangers 


Cumberland has been iree oi epidemics for so 


long a time that when one rears its head and threatens 
unforeseen consequences people, naturally, become 
alarmed. 
The outberak of diphtheria, with attendant 


fatalities, during the past ten days justifies the con­ 
cern found to exist among parents of school children 
today. 
The health of the city has been so remarkably 


good as to invite the praise of the public for those 
whose ta sk it is to see that sickness is held to the 
minimum. 
Health authorities have been cver-watch- 


ful to make certain that disease does not get even 
a toe-hoid In the community, if they can help it. 
Thooe charged with seeing to it that health laws are 
enforced have as great a responsibility in the crusade 
against Illnesses becoming epidemic in form. 
The Cumberland Health Department authorities 


have been quick to recognize the danger involved in 
this outbreak of diphtheria and have taken steps to 
bring it under control through a program of immuni­ 
sation to be gotten underway next week. 
It U to be 


regretted that so much time must be sacrificed before 
the administration of antl-diphtheria sf rum ^can be 
made, but those charged with giving ouch precau­ 
tionary treatment must follow a set formality. 
Fir5 t, permission mu.st be .-secured from parenu of 


those children who arc to be given diphtheria toxide. 
This Involves the printing of noticc.s that .such is con­ 
sidered necessary, and asking parents to give their 
con.senL 
Second. the.<?e notices are distributed to 


pupils in classrooms under health surveillance. 
The 


pupils. In turn, take them to their parenU, and after 
due consideration, they cither give their permission 
In writing, or deny it. 
Fern. If any. will take the 


latter action because they face the danger of theC** 
child contracting the ailment. But all this occasions, 
what .seem.*', unreasonable delay. 
We have no quarrel with this procedure because, 


after all. parents* consent should be required, if for 
no other reason than to guard against nn.scrupulous 
persons taking too many liberties. 
But it appears 


that greater speed might be exercised on the part of 
health departments to bring about this treatment. 
T h is might be accomplished by getting notices to 
parents of the necessity for such a step while health 
authorities are securing and analyzing throat cultures. 
Also, making available central 
immunization 


clinics immediately an outbreak of contagious disease 
Is detected, and advising lhase within stricken arra.s, 
a.s well a.s others, that such treatment will be given 
at more frequent times than 1 
now the practice 


would, it is believed, have a tendency to bring the 
outbreak under control more rapidly, or prevent its 
spread. 
The State Health Department, under which Icral 


health directors operate, should give serious coiU7Îdera- 
tlon to this in order that threatened epidemics can be 
nipped in their first stages. 
Time is of the essence

No Economic Justification For 
New Round Of Wage Boosts

W A SH IN G TO N , Dec. 5—There is 
absolutely no economic justificaticm 
for a ’‘third rw ind" of wage in ­ 
creases such as is being championed 
by national union leaders. 
The “ third round." If forced by- 
strike threats or work stoppages, 
may be the last straw to t»rak the 
back of the entire eccmomic system 
and bring on a depression. National 
union leaders who do not wish to 
inflict on many of their members 
the hardships of unemploymwit are 
assuming .a 
tremendous responsi­ 
bility when they announce to the 
country- 
a 
demand 
for a 
"third 
round’’ of wage increases 
The economic facts show- that the 
increase in the cost of living from 
Janu ary 1941—the date adopted by 
the W ar Labor Board in applyin.q 
the 
"Little Steel’’ formula 
as 
a 
leasonable peacetime balance — has 
not been greater than the wage 
increases. 
Thus the cost of living m October 
1947 was 62.5 per cent above Ja n u ­ 
ary 1941. 
The average hourly eammgs of 
factory workers for the same base 
period rose 84 per cent. The aver­ 
age 
weekly 
earnings 
of 
factory 
workers rose 9 18 per cent. 
This means that worker* on the 
average have had a real increase 
01 
13.2 per cent m their hourly 
earmngs and a 17.7 per cent 
in 
iheir real weekly wage*. 


Prices Held Below Natural Level 


ManuJacturers, on the other hand, 
have held their prices at levels sub­ 
stantially below that which would 
be 
natural 
to 
charge 
under 
a 
supply-and-demand influence. Prices 
oi 
finished goods have 
risen 81 
per cent since January 1941 in the 
face of a 134 6 per cent increase in 
raw materials and an estimated in­ 
crease of 110 per cent in raw m a­ 
terials and unit wage cost* com­ 
bined. 
Tliere have been efforts to con­ 
fuse this picture by focusing only 
on increases .«ince V -J D.iv. 
But 
the whole period from January 1941 
on 
must 
be 
considered. 
Thu*, 
m aiiulacturcr’s price.«, which 
had 
been held under control* and which 
advanced only 21 per cent during 
the war, have risen since August 
1945 by 49 per cent

rise m raw materials and a SO 
per cent increase la hourly eam ­ 
mgs. 


It is impor’uini to note also that 
the price increases reflect not just 
the labor costs of one manufac­ 
turer but the increased labor costs 
of other manufacturers from whom 
materials or equipment are bought. 


The facts taken from gov-emment 
bureaus do not bear out the ccm- 
tention that prices have advanced 
faster than the cost of living. The 
index of the cost of living includes 
such items as rents, food and other 
necessities. The cost of living since 
V - J day- has risen 27 per cent, 
whereas the average hourly earn­ 
ing* of workers has risen 23 per 
cent and the average weekly earn­ 
ings have risen 22 per cent. 


This difference of five points in 
weekly- earnings makes a good argu­ 
ment if only the period from V - J 
Day on is taken as a base, but this 
ignore.« the substantial advance in 
wages in the

Time Of 
The Essence In 
Meeting Epidemic Dangers 
Cumberland bas been tree ai epidemics for so 
long a time that when one rears Its head and threatens 
unforeseen consequences people, naturally, become 
alarmed. 
The outberak of diphtheria, with attendant 
fatalities, during the past ten days Justifies the con­ 
cern found to exist among parents of school children 
today. 
The health of the city has been so remarkably 
good as to invite the praise of the public for those 
whose task it is to see that sickness is held to the 
minimum. 
Health authorities have been ever-watch- 
ful to 
certain that disease does not get even 
a toe-hold in the community, if they can help it. 
Those charged w}th seeing to it that health laws are 
enforced have as great a responsibility in the crusade 
against illnesses becoming epidemic in form. 
The Cumberland Health Department authorities 
have been quick to recognise the danger involved in 
this outbreak of diphtheria and have taken steps to 
bring it under control through a program of immuni­ 
sation to be gotten underway, next week. 
It is to be 
regretted that so much time must be sacrificed before 
the administration of anti-diphtheria serum #can be 
made, but those charged with giving such precau­ 
tionary treatment must follow a set formality. 
First, permission must be secured from parents of 
those children who are to be given diphtheria toxide. 
This Involves the printing of notices that such is con­ 
sidered necessary, and asking parents to give their 
consent 
Second, these notices are distributed to 
pupils in classrooms under health surveillance. 
The 
pupils, in turn, take them to their parents, and after 
due consideration, they either give their permission 
In writing, or deny it. 
Few, lf any, will take the 
latter action because they face the danger of the!* 
child contracting the ailm ent But all this occasions, 
what seems, unreasonable delay. 
We have no quarrel with this procedure because, 
after all, parents* consent should be required, if for 
no other reason than to guard against unscrupulous 
persons taking too many liberties. 
But it appears 
that greater speed might be exercised on the part of 
health departments to bring about this treatment. 
This might be accomplished by getting notices to 
parents of the necessity for such a step while health 
authorities are securing and analyzing throat cultures. 
Also, making available central 
immunization 
clinics immediately an outbreak of contagious disease 
Is detected, and advising those within stricken areas, 
as well as others, that such treatment will be given 
at more frequent times than is now the practice 
would, it is believed, have a tendency to bring the 
outbreak under control more rapidly, or prevent its 
spread. 
The State Health Department, under which local 
health directors operate, should give serious considera­ 
tion to this in order that threatened epidemics can be 
nipped In their first stages. 
Time is of the essence 
In ah such matters.

Senate Acts; House Moves 
Swiftly On Relief Fund 
The swift and almost unanimous Senate approval 
of the $597,000,000 winter aid program abroad is proof 
—lf any proof were needed—that Congress does not 
Intend to following a “do-nothing** policy In the face 
of the grave emergency in Western Europe. 
France and Italy are the victims of a Communist 
conspiracy. 
Whether the aim of that conspiracy is 
to sabotage the Marshall Plan or to extend Soviet 
power to the Mediterranean and the Atlantic, the 
future of representative government in both countries 
Is at stake.

That government la relying on emergency aid from 
the United States to tide the country over a grim 
winter. 
In this crisis, it would be criminal folly for 
the United States, as leader of democracies, to delay 
unduly the help*both parties in Congress believe 
necessary. 
Ho one expected the House to act as promptly as 
the Senate, but to the surprise of everyone this branch 
of Congress has moved wtth such rapidity in its debate 
on the Issue that it is now believed a final vote will be 
reached by Monday. 
While the larger body of Con­ 
gress and the one with first responsibility to appro­ 
priate funds for such measures, it naturally was ex­ 
pected to act more slowly on these questions than the 
6enate.

T he bill now before the House calls for stopgap 
relief of $590,000,000. which Is $7,000,000 less than the 
Senate voted. 
And, in effect, it proposes to tak« 
$60,000,000 of that amount from the European coun­ 
tries and give It to China. 
Whether the House will 
restore all or a part of this reduction remains to be 
learned. 
With Ch tang Kai-Shek fighting with his back to 
the wall. China deserves emergency aid as much as 
Western Europe. 
This need not. however, unduly 
delay help for France. Italy and Austria 
Premiers 
Schuman and de Gasper! are fighting a battle in 
which victory Is essential to democratic peoples every­ 
where.

Fewer Strikes 
One highly encouraging report as the end of the 
year approaches is that of the Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics concerning the decline of work stoppages in the 
United States. 
According to the government agency, 
the trend has been steadily downward since last April, 
when It became apparent Congress would do something 
about labor reform. 
In October only 1?$ strikes in­ 
volving 60.000 workers began. 
With so many object lessons in the day s news, 
nobody baa to be told what widespread work stoppages 
can do to a nation's economy.

knows the value of production and keeps interference 
wtth It at a minimum has its feet firmly on the ground.

HERE is no sure method of pre­ 
venting colds. Many individu­ 
als find pet procedures helpful 
but when they put to the a d d 
test of general use. they are rarely 
effective. 
Since the malady is contagious, if 
we minimise our contact with in­ 
fected persons the chances of ac­ 
quiring it are lessened. Strict isola­ 
tion. of patients is obviously impos­ 
sible except for Infants and invalids. 
But by staying away from crowded 
or confined places, we are less likely 
to come down with a cold. 


Various experiments with ultra­ 
violet rays and germicidal vapors 
are in progress. If such measures 
prove satisfactory, a forward step 
in prevention will have been made. 
This 
is particularly true among 
those who m ust rich public convey­ 
ances. walk into crowded rooms, or 
go to school. 
Many attem pts to 
create immunity with vaccines have 
proved unsuccessful in the m ajority 
of instances. The same can be said 
of vitamins, gargling, and sitting 
under a sun lamp for a half-hour 
each day. 
There is a popular belief th at 
freezing tem peratures and outdoor 
hardships predispose the individual 
to respiratory infections. This is not 
true; as a m atter of fact, fresh air 
♦not drafts) will reduce the like­ 
lihood of catching cold. F urther­ 
more. susceptibility follows no set 
rules since the athlete may en­ 
counter as many bouts as the per­ 
son of sedentary habits. 
• The 
victim 
of 
frequent 
colds 
should be sure th at a focus of in­ 
fection does not exist in the tonsils 
or sinuses. If no nests of bacteria 
are presscnt the best plan is to 
stay away from every one with the 
sniffles and wear ample clothing 
and warm shoes during the winter. 
Now and then a sulfadiazine loz­ 
enge is helpful, especially when used 
e a r l y . 
Meanwhile, 
overfatigue 
should be guarded against. 


In treating coryza, the physician 
tries to relieve symptoms as they 
arise. 
Inhalations and drops are 
used when the nose is congested; 
gargling and m any of the coal ta r 
derivatives alleviate the distress of 
a 
sore 
throat 
counter • irritants 
such as m ustard plasters are old 
standbys when the chest feels tight. 
Ice packs are soothing should ten ­ 
derness of the neck glands exist. 
Cough medicines suppress hacking 
and 
if 
laryngitis 
has 
appeared, 
hoarseness improves with silence. 
The sulfonamides and penicillin are 
seldom required. Ample liquids are 
advised and an increased salt intake 
during the first few days may be 
indicated. 
Most patients are more comfort­ 
able if they stay in bed. which is 
imperative lf the tem perature ex­ 
ceeds IOO degrees F. and for victims 
of diabetes, heart trouble, kidney 
ailments, and lung infections. The 
individual who has rheum atic fever 
should likewise be careful as colds 
may induce a recurrence. 
Every one wants to be cured of a 
cold as soon as passible but if each 
sufferer would give as much thought 
to ways and means of preventing 
others from catching his germs, the 
incidence of the disease would drop 
considerably.

No Economic Justification For 
New Round Of Wage Boosts

WASHINGTON. Dec. 5—There la 
absolutely no economic Justification 
for a “third round” of wage in­ 
creases such as is being championed 
by national union leaders. 
The “third round.** if forced by 
strike threats or work stoppages. 
may ba the last straw to break the 
back of the entire economic system 
and bring on a depression National 
union leaders who do not arish to 
inflict on many of their members 
the hardships of unemployment are 
assuming .a tremendous responsi­ 
bility when they announce to the 
country a demand for a “third 
round” of wage increases 
The economic fact* show that the 
increase in the cost of living from 
January 1941—the date adopted by 
the War Labor Board in applying 
the “Little Steel” formula as a 
reasonable peacetime balance — has 
not been greater than the arage 
increases. 
Thus the cost of living in October 
1947 was 62.5 per cen: above Jan u ­ 
ary 1941. 
The average hourly earnings of 
factory workers for Ute same base 
period rose 84 per cent. The aver­ 
age 
weekly 
earnings 
of 
factory 
workers rose 913 per cen t 
This means that workers on the 
average have had a real increase 
of 132 per cent in their hourly 
earnings and a 17.7 per cent in 
their real weekly wages. 
Price* Held Below N atant Level 


M anufacturers, on the other hand, 
have held their prices at levels sub­ 
stantially below that which would 
be 
natural 
to 
charge 
under 
a 
supply-and-dem and influence. Prices 
of finished goods have risen 81 
per cent since January 1941 in the 
face of a 134 6 per cent increase in 
raw m aterials and an estimated in­ 
crease of 110 tier cent in raw m a­ 
terials and mm wage costs com­ 
bined. 
There have been efforts to con­ 
fuse this picture by focusing onlv 
on increases since V-J Day. But 
the whole period from January 1941 
on 
must 
be 
considered 
Thus, 
mtonuiacturer's prices, which had 
been held under controls and which 
aavanced only 21 per cent during 
Hie war. have risen since August 
1945 bv 49 per cent 
But the rise 
ot 49 per cent in prices since the 
war has been due to a 56 per cent 


rise in raw materials and a 59 
per cent increase in hourly earn* 
toga. 
It is Important to note also that 
the price increases reflect not just 
the labor coats of one manufac­ 
turer but the increased labor costa 
of other manufacturers from whom 
materials or equipment are bought. 
The facts taken from government 
bureaus do not beer out the con­ 
tra lion that prices have advanced 
faster than the cost of living. The 
index of the cost of living includes 
such items as rents, food and other 
necessities. The cost of living since 
V-J day has risen 27 per cent, 
whereas the sverage hourly earn­ 
ings of workers has risen 23 per 
cent and the average weekly earn­ 
ings have risen 22 per cent. 
This difference of five points in 
weekly earnings makes a good argu­ 
ment if only the period from V-J 
Day on is taken as a base, but this 
ignores the substantial advance in 
wages in the period immediately 
preceding. 
It is proper, therefore, 
lo take the entire period 
from 
January 1941 through to October 
1947 as a base. 
In that period 
worker have had an increase in 
both 
hourly 
earnings 
and 
“real 
wages” far In excess of the cost 
of living.
